CURRENT HISTORY 
Robert McElroy , formerly pro­ 
fessor of history in Princeton 
and now professor of American 
history in Ox ford, raises an in­ 
teresting and im portant q uestion 
in the September issue of “Cur­ 
rent History .” The q uestion is, 
“What Is International Justice?” 
The article states th at some 
twenty y ears ag o an American 
patriotic' society submitted the 
q uestion to ten American leaders 
g enerally reg arded as among the 
most eminent in the nation. The 
q uestion was put in this form, 
“Will y ou g ive us, in twenty -five 
words, and for publication, y our 
definition of international jus­ 
tice?” 
Each leader promptly g ave an 
assent but later from each came 
the confession, “I cannot define 
international justice.”

A NEW SPEED RECORD 
The g reatest speed ever attained by man on 
land has been traveled by Sir Malcolm Campbell, 
fearless British speed ace. The amazing mark of 
over 301 miles per hour was reached by him in the 
recent speed tests on the salt fiats of Utah, where 
he hurtled the six -ton Bluebird over the g round 
to attain his life’s ambition of 300 miles per hour 
or better. 
The run was made over a measured mile in 
both directions to become official. The hig hest 
speed for one direction was over 304 miles per 
hour while the return run fell below the 300 
mark. 
Sir Malcolm already held the world’s speed rec­ 
ord for land, establishing it on the beach near 
Day tona, Florida, some time ag o. However, the 
new mark bettered the old, over twenty -five 
miles per hour. 
The recent performance was the first in Utah. 
All other tests were made on the sand beach in 
Florida but that location was abandoned because 
of the bumpy condition encountered in spots 
along the beach. The salt beds offered a contin­ 
uous surface as smooth as a table top. 
Such a terrific speed is difficult to imag ine. 
It is over five times as g x *eat as the brisk pace of 
60 miles per hour that is traveled freq uently by 
the averag e car on the road. Six ty miles per hour 
is above the averag e for road driving , however. 
The mark is nearly three-fold that of the speed 
cars on the famous race courses of the country . 
The best way to g et some idea of the rem arka­ 
ble speed is to think of the distance to some 
familiar point from this locality and divide by 
five. This will g ive the number of minutes re­ 
q uired to travel the distance at Campbell’s speed. 
While the feat is a thrilling one, it adds no 
practical knowledg e to the automotive industry . 


It was purely a sportsman g esture at fame but 
this fact does not distract in the least from the 
daring of Sir Malcolm nor the g lory he has at­ 
tained in successfully completing such a dare­ 
devil stunt. He has defied death many times in 
attempting to reach his g oal and it has almost 
overtaken him on several occasions. A blow-out 
during his record run was miraculously unevent­ 
ful. He has announced that he will immediately 
return to Eng land and abandon further speed 
attempts with his hug e car. The people of this 
country wish him well and hope that he will stick 
to his vow of not risking his life further. 


NO ROOM FOR CYNIC 
Diog enes, the Greek cy nic and philosopher, w^s 
a successful advertiser.
